It has been suMclently molat
to keep the grain making splendid
growth and without being too dry at
any time. The fall-sown wheat [s
heading and in some places pretty
well along, while the spring-sown
wheat is just beginning to boot. Peo-
pie generally do not seem to under-
staond that in eastern Washington the
same variety of grain is usad for either
spring or fall seoding, and the only
Afference being In the time of ripen-
ing, though heavier yield is obtalned
irom the fall planting as a rule, but
it Is not always possible for farmers to
put In as large an acreage in the fall
as is desired, so the additional acre-
age is drilled in the spring.

“There has been some difficulty In
obtalning harvest hands in former
years, but I do not anticipate there
will be much trouble this year, as
the farmers have been reducing the
neceasity for help by employment of
combined machines whereby flve men
can do as much work as was formerly
accomplished by many more. The
combined machines require a few more
horses, perhaps, but horses can be
bought or hired when men cannot, and
the past few years have wrought great
changes In the methods of handling
the wheat crop of the country.

“Usually about 34 horses are used
on a combined harvester, and slx are
kept for relays, In order to not work
any of them too long at a time with-
out rest, food and water, For the or-
dinary header It requires six horses,
and it takes three of these to keep
4 thresher busy; then three wagons
are necesary to handle the grain from
the fleld to the machine or stack, so
that aboutl a8 muany horses are used,
and more men, to do the same work
